O N THE THEORY THAT ' PROSPER- 

ity" can be created by canalizing trade, the 
British people through their National Covemment 
have set out to experiment with tariffs. The trade 
bill as introduced in the House of Commons this week 
makes it definite, however, that wheat and some other 
basic foodstuff* will be free. Ibis is in deference 
to the traditionally hostile attitude of the British con¬ 
suming public towards any import tax on wheat, which 
would mean higher bread prices. 

In an elfort to preserve the canalizing principle 
of the tariff, aimed at diverting business to the Do¬ 
minions and other favored countries, and at the same 
time to avoid the difficulties an import tax would 
bring in the way of higher food prices, the wheat 
quota scheme was devised. Under this the propor¬ 
tions of imports of wheat into Britain from each coun¬ 
try would be artificially fixed, instead of being based 
on the time-tried factors of price, quality and supply. 

At first when Premier Bennett returned from 
l^ondon with the announcement, the quota was 
heralded by government spokesmen at Ottawa and 
even in Victoria as a triumph of political ingenuity 
in getting around a difficult corner, as well as a 
generous gesture on the part of Britain under which 
Canadian negotiators were getting something for noth¬ 
ing.

I P ANY Canadian has Earned the sobriquet of 
citizen of the world, surely It la Major James 
MacKlntosh Bell. If. A.. PhD, ORE. of Almonte. 
He is one of our most eminent mining engineers, 
and his profession, which frequently calls IU 
members to journey to far places of the earth, haa 
given him the wander-thirst. After his gradua¬ 
tion from Queen's University the la now president 
of the Alumni Association of that Institution), 
he proceeded to Harvard, where he obtained hie 
MA and Ph D. degree*. 

Returning to this country In 1899 he became 
asalstan field geologist of the Oeological Survey 
of Canada. In 1905 he went to New Zealand to 
become director of the Geological Survey of that 
country. He remained there for six years and 
tapped rocks in all pans of the Antipodes, being 
elected In 19U president of the Australian Insti¬ 
tute of Mining Engineers. He served with dis¬ 
tinction In the Great War as captain qnd major 
of the 73rd Battalion CI.P. and later as an officer 
in the Military Intelligence Department of the 
imperial Forces in Russia. When peace came 
once more, he returned home to resume his work 
as consulting engineer and geologist with an Eng¬ 
lish firm of mining engineers of International 
fame.

The bird-cherry bushes are ao covered 
with drooping bud clusters that a distinct tinge 
of green to imparted to them and the thickets 
they form.

The cottonwood buds look as if someone had 
Just touched them up with varnish What honeyed 
aweeta they have ao carefully closed up within 
their close-folded scales? Among the perfumes 
of the wood* none to so suggestive of spring and 
summer as this of the cottonwood.

of 1U fine head of foliage Notice how the catkins 
are changing color; their outer aide to tinged with 
dull crimson, a sure evidence of internal changes 
that foreshadow tha great opening and pollen- 
dispersal. Indeed If you look at them closely with 
a glam you may even now get faint hints of tha 
beginnings of the process. For the alder bud 
literally stretches Itself In spring. All these little 
red and green scales are severed from each other 
and the catkin grows longer and dolly longer. 
If you can break one without feeling sacrilegious 
about It yep will find, with the help of your 
magnifying-glaas, the little pollen pouches all 
closely packed together Inside, patiently waiting 
for the day of deliverance

willow-laden branches pulled for many a year by 
passing sc bool-children and their elders too. so 
that now they begin to show the effects of this 
rude pruning in a certain touchiness of growth.

where in the neighborhood of the coast, even 
bending down giver the edge of the sea. and some 
of ths largest I know of ere to be seen at East 
Book# in just such a position. 

One great difference between the opening wil¬ 
low catkins and the bird-cherry buds that come 
pressing on their heels to that the latter have a 
strong perfume mitchKfltoliked by some, though 
personally 1 find itSfbr Unpleasant-while the 
catkins are scentless A reason for this may be 
found in their respective methods of pollination, 
the willows generally being pollinated by the wind 
while the bird-cherry to dependent on Insects. Of 
course the w’UIow is not wholly dependent on the 
fickle breezes, for bees and other Insects ore often 
attracted by the bright flowers go conspicuously 


displayed. The bird-cherry bears stsmlnste and 
pistillate flowers on different plants as the holly 
does, and as to usual throughout ths plant world, 
there are far more stamlnate bushes than pistil¬ 
late. 

Buds are little mysteries in themselves. We 
see nothing of the proceamt going on within 
them, although we know something of the chem¬ 
ical change# and the growth stages. But as with 
all life, we soon find ourselves at a point where 
chemistry and biology can take us no further: 
the organism and Its environment elude us in 
thorn reactions of theirs we call "life." 

Here In a crevice of the wrlnkfed bole of an 
old maple grows a little plant of groundsel, one 
of our common garden weeds. In spite of recent 
cold It bears ita llttto golden flowers, and not 
only that: It has managed successfully to set seed, 
and here are Ita little clocks, miniatures of the 
dandelion's showier ones They are already broken, 
ao tome of the plumed seeds are already launched 


out on the tea of life and will no doubt soon kej 
engaged in flowering and fruiting prnrsmm of 
their own. This precocity gives us a little insight 
into tha success of weeda aa well aa the reason 
why they have become marked plants. 

The maple trunks are ornamented with gay 
patches of sulphur yellow, one of the results of 
thorn aurangs feats pointing In which Nature 
loves to Indulge. In this instance It to • lichen 
that spreads Itself over the rough bark, a paper- 
thin encrustation of delicate filaments In which 
the rounded algae are enmeshed. 

As I return I see the deep cheetnut and white- 
flecked black of a towhea In tha thicket and a 
sparrow scuttles sway over the carpet of dead 
leaves. In the bright sunshine there are every, 
where little points of color and light Where

Them trees were growing In the decayed vegetable 
matter of the ewmrape and of their own fallen 
comrades without any Intermixture of sediment 
from tha flooding waters of tha river because the 
dense bait of reeds end brushwood along tha 
margin of the area successfully filtered out the 
•tit. This la exactly what must have happened 
in the swampy region In which the Nova Scotia 
forests grew, ee their foeeil trees stand In seams of 
pur* coal. Below this lies a clay bad In which 
are found their curious tubercled roots, long 
thought to be a distinct species of plant. In tha 
tame way Lyell found below the Mississippi swamp 
deposits a clay band filled with cypress roots.

The Cretaceous forests were entirely different 
from thorn of the Carboniferous. The dub- 
mosses and horse-tails had disappeared as trees, 
and in their placr-had coma such kinds as we are 
familiar with to-day—not tha Identical species 
but related ones. Maples, oaks, beeches, alders, 
poplars, pines, sequoias and palms, them and 
other kinds of trees end shrubs such as grow now 
on the continent as far south as the gulfs of 
Mexico and California, were found la this part 
of the world as elsewhere, for nothing Is more 
remarkable than the extraordinary distribution of 
this type of forest all over North America and far 
away to Greenland as well as in Europe. It seams 
a world of universal summer as ws look back upon 
It through the mist of the ages, and a land where 
first the song of birds and the scent and beauty 
of flowers appear In fulness. 

Of the forests of the Tertiary on the Island w# 
know little, because that series of rocks la o oa- 
fined to so narrow a strip of the Coast and* Its 
fossils are almost wholly marine. The exception 
is found In thin layers of leaves, fragments of 
wood and a few cones. Broad-leaved trees existed, 
and conifers: probably tha forests were of some 
extent, to judge by the amount of what la ob¬ 
viously driftwood found in tha ancient beach 
deposits. At Books Basin a portion of a large 
coniferous tree lies embedded In the consolidated 
gravels of th* peTlod. but Its species haa not yet 
been identified. ' 

BURIED TREEN IN ARIZONA 

On* of the most curious forest remnants is 
found In Ysllowstons National Park In North¬ 
western Wyoming. In places the trees lie prone 
on the ground, but In others they stand upright 
among the surrounding deposits much as do those* 
of the South Jogglna cliffs. There la. however, 
this Important difference between them; the Nova 
Beotia fossil trees stand In bed* of coal and other 
sedimentary rocks accumulated In water, but the 
Yellowstone Park ones have been burled In the 
debris discharged from volcanoes. On tha other 
hand there Is a resemblance between the two In 
that both show not on* or two forests only, but 
a succession of them. LyeU. you remember, saw at 
the Jogglna sixty-eight root-bearing soil levels 
Bo at Yellowstone Park a dozen or more of forest 
levels ar* discernible in the great cliffs. As ths 
vary excellent account published by ths United 
States Parks Service says: "Tha area within which 
the fossil forests era now found was apparently In 
the beginning an irregular but relatively flat 
basin, on the floor of which after a time thaw 
grew the first forest. Then there came from some 
of the volcanoes, probably those to the north, an 


Unlike th* Nova Scotia trees, tha Yellowstone 
ones stand perpendicular because the beds have 
never been tilted In all the pauage of time, And 
thus it happens that tha ancient trees of atone 
are not infrequently mistaken by visitors for tha 
dead trunks or living species, so perfectly pre¬ 
served ere they. This preser v ation Is due to the 
same percolation of siliceous waters that petrified 
the Duncan fossil wood. Only In the Yellowstone 
trees tha process haa bean even more beautifully 
complete and perfect. And the trees are not 
hollow Ilka tha Nove Beotia ones, but sound to the 
heart In almost every Instance. Tha silica was 
derived from the siliceous vdlcanlc debris In which

But we not only use the plant for board and 
lodging, clothing and communication, wa burn it 
in our fires. For thousands of years man warmed 
himself wUh the dead branches of trees and 
shrubs or with the waste from his early attempts 
with axe and wedge. With the discovery of iron 
and bronse he could tackle a whole tree and re¬ 
duce It to cord wood. Thau came the discovery 
of coal, but It lagged far behind and it took cen¬ 
turies before Its use became really common 

Now the earliest users of coal must have seen 
occasionally In the black lump* a trace of leaf 
or stem still preserved; certainly the miners must 
have had a knowledge of the materials from which 
It Is derived, for as we shall see. ths presence of 
unmistakable relics of the conditions out of which 
the coal cams into being abound In tha areas 
where It Is mined and are not confined to seams 
of any particular age. My attention has been 
called on one or two occasion* to ths presence 
in the Alberta coal of dull patches In which tha 
structure of wood to very conspicuously shown. 
FoasU plants ore found in the bland coals as well, 
generaly in the ahaly matter interbedded with tha 
true coal. 

Tha evidence that comes to ua from all over 
the world goes to show that our coal-fields are 
usually related to great forests of the past, and 
that white they contain abundant material de¬ 
rived from other plants trees played a very im¬ 
portant part. They would do this then as they 
do now. by modifying the climate, by furnishing a 
cover for shade-lovers, and by acting as agents for 
the conservation of moisture directly or indirectly 
Modern illustrations of the forest's uses in this 
direction may be found on our own Pacific Coast 
and In the great rain-forests of Africa 

Tha carboniferous coal fl aa are described by 
8c hue hart as “conspicuous for their almost world¬ 
wide distribution and their luxuriance and abun¬ 
dance. Their most striking representatives in 
number and time were the scale trees, a sort of 
evergreen unlike anything living. Another re¬ 
markable group were tha gigantic catamites, living 
segregated like the modern cane-brakes and 
bamboo thickets. The floras also included many 
fern-like forms, both delicate and ha&v. some of 
which ware climbing in habit, white others grew 


original materials that there Is now a perfect 
model, internal end external, of the original tree. 

Th* specie* found among the fossil trees are 
chiefly—about ninety-five per cent—conifers. Tha 
rest are made up, eo far as Is known at present, 
of laurel, bay. sycamore, buckthorn and oak. None 
of the actual species are found to-day In tha Park 
region. Aa for tha slae of tha trees, the tallest 
•tump Is thirty feet high, but a fallen one haa a 
length of forty fast and a diameter of four. It 
Is estimated that such trace must have been at 
least 100 feet high. A redwooirstump twelve fart 
high has a circumference of 88V» feet. Three and 
four feet diameter* seems v*ry common. Appar¬ 
ently the forest trees were larger than those now 
growing, which ar* predominantly'the lodge pole 
pine so well known here. 

The length of time during which thee* Yellow¬ 
stone forest flourished is of course unknown, but 
two sets of data give a very rough Idea of whet it 
may be. The redwood* or sequoias of the size 
found would take from 500 to 1.000 years to 
attain such dimensions. Pines, on the other hand, 
would require only about 800 years. Tha number 
of forest levels la twelve.' Then tha redwoods 
would give us from 6,000 to 18.000 years, and the 
pines not less than 8.400. Perhaps 7.600 would be 
a fair estimate of tha length of time during whirh 
these forests nourished.

Not all the petrified or stone wood we find occurs 
In the coal deposits. Possil wood occurs In North 
Saanich along tha ahore-llna of Saddle Hill, and 


to me by way of Duncan, where a few years ago 1 
was asked whan on a visit there some questions 
•bout a supposed meteorite discovered on a farm 
a few miles out. Seeing lu unlikeneee to ordinary 
meteorltlc stone I took a small place home..and 
after making a thin section I discovered under 
the microscope that It wee a very flhe example 
of petrified or atona wood, belonging to one of 
tha family of oonlfers and -possibly a pine. The 
structure was aa beautifully preserved as In wood 
of to-day. The long wood cells and the lenticular 
sections of the pith rays with their single row of 
cells that connect the pltb of the tree with 
the bark could all be seen with the utmost dis¬ 
tinctness; but the empty spaces wars filled with 
quarts. This gave at once a confirmation of what 
the making of the slide suggested: the wood had 
been converted Into its atony condition or petri¬ 
fied by the percolation of sUtcs-beorlng water 
through Its mass. Although I have no positive 
means of knowing where the wood came from. I 
believe it to have bean derived from the Cretaceous 
rocks of tha Nanaimo aeries, which, of course, ar* 
common in th# Cowlehan basin As It was found 
oa a soil surface it may have been transplanted 
from some near-by source by tha Instrumentality 


And what and where would our civilisation 
isve been without cellulose, the material of which 
Hants ordinarily build their cell-walla? Man 
aa make shift with a cave, a rock-hewn shelter 
r a rude cell of stonework.

Thus our boom and furnt- 
ure ar* intimately bound up with essential plant 
roducts. But more than that, our textiles, such 
• cotton, linen and rayon, are cellulose materials, 
nd eo ar* our hooka, magazine*, journals and 
ewi«papers. In fset. one of th* greatest problems 
f modern forestry la to keep up the supply for 
he voracity of on omnivorous reading public. 

In brief, the history of civilization might ol- 
tost be written In terms of cellulose, or. to put It 
j another way. of wood as shelter, raiment and 
°°k And yet we have not referred to its use 
» transportation, especially on water. In the 
thousands of years preceding man’s discovery that
